DOUBLE BILL 


IN what is almost certainly a “‘first’”’, a 
World Cup Soccer game will share the bill 
with a rugby union match in an unique 
double-header in Auckland on April 2. 

And the Socceroos will be involved in this 
“historical"’ event because it's their qualifying game 
against New Zealand which has been chosen to 
complement the union clash between the New Zea- 
land Barbarians and the Australian Barbarians. 

And because it's New Zealand, where rugby is 
king, the Soccer match will be the double bill's 
curtain-raiser, late in the morning!

Soccer will retain its share of the profits for its own 
administrative purposes. 

One of the organisers of the day said at a con- 
servative estimate, the Commonwealth Games 
could benefit by up to $65,000.

MIKE GIBSON, the

My “Top 10°— What's Yours? 


‘DESPITE Australia’s so-called “isolation” 
from the world’s main Soccer centres, we 
cannot complain too lo 


left out in the cold. 


Since 1964, when 
Everton became the first 
overseas team team to 
visit Australia after the 
FIFA ban of 1959, some 
75 foreign sides have 
visited our shores and 
the Australian public 
has had the opportunity 
_ to watch some of the 
world’s finest players in 
action. 

Which of those were 
the greatest? 

This is the topic that 
invariably comes up for 
spirited discussion when 
fans gather, and rare is 
the occasion when two 
people agree on their 
choices. 

Surely, nobody can 
equal Pele’s magic. Yet, 
on his only display in 
Australia, I couldn’t 
possibly rate him in my 
“Top 10”. 

Going on what I have 
seen since 1955, when I 
was 18 years old, and 
keeping in mind there is 
a 12-year gap in my Aus- 
tralian Soccer “experi- 
ence”, this would be 
my personal and very 
subjective list, encom- 
passing a 20-year span 
— from 1955 to 1975.

Charlton had incom- 
parable grace, elegance,

Charlton was then at 
the peak of his form as 
the Busby Babes toured 
Australia smack in the 
middle of his two great 
international triumphs 
— the World Cup with 
England, and the Euro- 
pean Champions’ Cup 
with United. 

Best, on the same 
memorable tour, turned 
in sizzling virtuoso 
performances which 
stamped him as the 
genius he was. 

Then at the height of 
his God-given talent, he 
captivated near-capacity 
crowds from sea to shin- 
ing shore, as the Amer- 
icans would say. 

Cruzeiro’s Brazilian 
international midfielder, 
Dirceu Lopes, dazzled 
an overflow crowd of 
40,000 at the Sydney 
S"owground one steamy 
night early in January 
1972 with a display of 
ball control which 
almost matched Best's. 


udly about being 


Strelzov was the cen- 
tre-forward of the Soviet 
team that won the 
Olympic gold medal at 
the Melbourne Cricket 
Ground on December 3, 
1956. 


He was one of the 
world’s most feared 
strikers of his era, com- 
bining very un-Russian 
flair with the kick of a 
mule. 

A non-conformist, to 
say the least, the enfant 
~terrible of Soviet sport 
came to a tragic end a 
year after his Olympic 
triumph, when impris- 
oned for life on a drunk 
murder charge. 


Tostao, one of the 
brightest stars of Bra- 
zil’s 1970 World Cup 
win in Mexico, took a 
relative backseat to 
team-mate Dirceu 
Lopes in Australia. 

However, he did 
more than enough to re- 
veal his impeccable ball 
control, cat-like intui- 
tion and midfield 
artistry. 

Sergei Who? You 
may well ask ... How 
many of you remember 
the trend-setting central 
defender from Torpedo, 
who all but carried his 
stylish team in 1965? 


Brednev stands out in 
my mind as the most 
accomplished defender 
T’ve seen in Australia. 


His tackling, distribu- 
tion, back-up, and the 
goals he scored into the 
bargain, put him some 
10 years ahead of his 
time: he was every bit as 
innovative as the great 


Franz Beckenbauer. 

Goalkeeper Ley 
Yashin visited Australia 
twice — with with Soviet 
Olympic team, and with 
his club, Dynamo Mos- 
cow, some I5 years later. 

In the early seventies 
he was well past his 
prime, but in 1956 he 
shared Player of the 
Olympics honours with 
Strelzov. 

Peter Osgood came 
here with Chelsea as a 
19-year-old reserve 
bench-warmer, who li- 
terally played himself 
into the Pensioners’ 
Starting line-up on the 
strength of his eye-pop- 
ping Australian 
performances in the 
summer of 1965. 

Ze Carlos was the 
only member of Pele’s 
1972 Santos to justify his 
Teputation in their one 
and only Australian 
appearance — before a 
standing room only 
crowd of 32,000-plus at 
the old Sydney 
Sportsground. 

I must include Kama- 
moto on my list. His de- 
vastating 1968 perform- 
ances in Sydney and in 
Adelaide were among 
the best seen from a 
striker in this country. 

Four months later, 
the tall Japanese wowed 
the Soccer world at the 
Mexico City Olympics, 
powering Japan to a sur- 
prise bronze medal and 
topping the individual 
goalscoring list ahead of 
some world-renowned 
internationals from the 
Soviet bloc.

Sweet revenge in

The number of suit- 
ably qualified referees in 
Melbourne has dropped 
to below the 100-mark 
in 1989, compared to 
some 125 on the list two 
years ago.

able fashion and the clubs are 
performing in many instances to 
capacity. 

However, to take an overview of the situation, it is 
fair to say that there is an obvious limitation in 
available capital and managerial expertise which is 
holding the game back. 

Can this be overcome? Probably not without a 
deal more thought and vision. 

And that will mean bringing a new type of capable 
business and sporting executive into the sport, as well 
as covering all major centres. 

The Australian Soccer Federation made a move 
along those lines but it seems to have bogged down. 

Having commissioners to carry the load of setting 
short and medium term goals can have distinct 
advantages. 

Without going into chapter and verse as to who 
should be in the chairs, the ASF should not push the 
scheme aside. 

It should develop it, to ensure that management 
ability and the best of the current crop of administra- 
tors are combined to move the code ahead. 

Even in Sudney there are only a couple of clubs 
which have social clubs financially capable of in- 
creasing the income stream of their football clubs. 

This points to a need for privatisation on the right 
scale to build the sport. 

Attempts are being made in the cases of Melbourne 
City JUST and St George to produce more capital, 
and time will show whether these steps in the right 
direction fully succeed. 

The NSL and its clubs have gone along with sum- 
mer football in principle, but the question remains 
whether they have done all the basic homework. 

Has anyone from the NSL made official 
approaches to newspaper managements to see if they 
can obtain basic press coverage when the summer 
season opens in November? 

Indications are that little, if anything, has been 
done in this important area. 

If this point hasn’t been covered, then where is the 
game going? 

Approaches made to the Australian Broadcasting 
Corporation for television cover apparently date 
back some time. 

The Australia-wide cover is essential for the suc- 
cess of the game but, regrettably, the ASF has got 
off-side with the high-quality SBS network. 

It seems odd, to say the least, that the two arms of 
public broadcasting are at arm’s length over Soccer. 

General programmes, sport and ethnic interests 
could surely all be better covered if the warring 
parties were brought into the organisation. 

The winner in this case would be the long-suffering 
taxpayer, who would benefit from better use of both 
production budgets and the shaving of bloated admi- 
nistrative costs, 

Meanwhile, the Malmo FF visit and the World 
Cup second round elimination games are upon us. 

The job at hand is to do more to build up the NSL, 
and see the Socceroos on their way through to Italy 
1990.

skipper Charlie Yankos 
understandably, and 
finally, succumbing to 
the huge financial re- 
wards offered from a 
professional career in 
Europe, the Socceroos 
are not just without a 
skipper, but more im- 
portantly minus the key 
man in the heart of the 
Australian defence. 

Though Yankos’ high- 
ly-rewarding contract 
with PAOK of Salonika 
in Greece stipulates his 
release for Australian 
team duty, that clause, 
as we have seen with the 
likes of Patikas, Krnce- 
vic and other European- 
based Aussies, is no 
guarantee of their re- 
lease for the Socceroos. 

As such the national 
team needs a replace- 
ment pivotal defender, a 
position not overesti- 
mated when rated the 
most 
vital in the Australian 
line-up. 

The sweeper, or more 
correctly the libero or 
free man, in any team is 
normally the most ex- 
perienced, is a leader 
who organises and in- 
spires, the corrector of 

‘ mistakes and the in- 
itiator of attacks. 

In basic terms, with- 
out a first class libero 
any team will struggle. 

All of which means a 
huge responsibility for 
the player who steps 
into Yankos’ shoes. 

It is no secret that 
man is Saints’ versatile 
skipper Andy Koczka, 
earmarked for some 
time as Yankos’ succes- 
sor and now premature- 
ly called up by means of 
Yankos’ somewhat sud- 
den departure. 

That responsibility 
assumes dramatic prop- 
ortions: with Australia’s 
crucial World Cup 
elimination ties with 
New Zealand and Israel 
just over “a month away 

and Yankos’ replace- 
ment, though a member 
of the Socceroo squad 
for two years, still re-

“T’'d love the chance 
though I’ve a feeling 
Charlie may return as 
I’ve heard his wife is not 
happy in Greece,” is the 
initial response from 
Koczka to the challenge 
ahead.

I’m looking forward to 
the challenge,’’ is 
Koczka’s confident 
outlook.

To hasten Koczka’s 
experience to the re- 
latively new role, Saints 
and Australian coach 
Frank Arok intends 
playing Koczka per- 
manently in the sweeper 
position in this year’s 
West End National Soc- 
cer League. 


This will be something 
new for utility man 
Koczka, who has played 
in every position for 
Saints since making his 
NSL debut as an 18- 
year-old in 1983. 


That versatility inci- 
dentally includes a game 
as goalkeeper when 
Terry Greedy was in- 
jured during a game in 
Brisbane. 

Koczka, born in 
Annandale, Sydney, of 
Hungarian parents from 
the small village of 
Soporon just outside 
Budapest, played all his 
junior football in the 
Canterbury district with

Earlwood Wanderers, 
the junior club of John 
Watkiss, Brian Smith, 
Peter Raskopoulos and 
myself. 


It was the Canterbury 
rep teams till under 12 
and then the inevitable

and an NSL debut in 
1983. 


His five years at 
Saints have earmarked 
him as the utility player 
par excellence, with the 
dangerous implications 
of capably handling all 
positions yet mastering 
none. 


Go forward 


The departure of 
Yankos is going to bring 
a halt to all that and see 
Koczka specialise as the 
sweeper for Saints and 
hopefully, and suc- 
cessfully, for Australia. 

Koczka’s aerial abil- 
ity, positional experi- 
ence and all-round skill 
equips him better than 
most for the demands of 
the sweeping role. 

There is one vital 
aspect which encourages 
me when assessing 
Koczka’s chances. 


Koczka tells me 
Frank (Arok) encourages 
him to go forward at 
every opportunity when 
his team has the ball. 

In Australian club 
football, and certainly 
with the national teams 
over the years, we’ve 
had few “real” liberos. 

The world libero 
(sweeper) literally means 
the free man in defence 
AND attack. 


The Socceroo and 
Australian clubs seldom 
have liberos who act a la 
Beckenbauer, Rijkaard 
and Baresi, who can 
contribute as the extra 
man when their team 
attacks. 

Koczka has the basic 
qualities to become our 
first true libero. 

And more than just 
Saints fans wish him well 
in that demanding task.

In. their 1972 study, 
Ekkers and Hoefnagels 
found that. . .

and that players of the 
visiting team run a grea- 
ter risk in getting in- 
volved in a disciplinary 
case than their col- 
leagues of the home

Study of other reports 
(notably Stemme and 
Harder [1974], Pilz 
and Trebels [1976], 
Festinger [1978], 
Morris [1981) and 
Teipel, Gerisch and 
Busse [1983]) pro- 
duces the following con- 
clusions . . . 

(a) Players look upon 
aggressive behaviour as 
necessary for success. 

(b) Coaches consider 
aggressive actions in an 
ambivalent way.

(c) Referees view ac- 
tions as more aggressive 
than do the players and 
the coaches.

An analysis of cau- 


tions and send-offs in 
the competitions con- 
ducted by the NSW Soc- 
cer Federation bring to 
light some similarities 
and some differences. 

Similarities 

(a) 88% of offences 
were cautions; 12% of 
offences were expulsions 

(b) The higher divi- 
sions tended to have a 
slightly higher ratio of 
cautions to send-offs 
(89% vs 11%) than the 
lower divisions (87% vs 
13%). 

Differences 

Whilst more disciplin- 
ary offences occur in the 
second half than in the 
first half the percentages 
vary markedly. 

Ist Half Cautions 
40.97%  Send-Offs 
24.7% Average 32.84%; 
2nd Half 59.02% Send- 
Offs 75.33% Average 
67.17%. 

The analysis of 
disciplinary action over 
time (appended) clearly 
points out the critical 
periods in a game. The 
reasons for these “flash- 
points” obviously vary 
but it would be reason- 
able to hypothesise that 
frustration, the prospect 
of the game slipping 
away and weariness play 
their part. 

At these times it is im- 
perative that referees 
maintain. . . 

(a) a greater proximity 
to play 

(b) extra vigilance and 


(c) firm control 
to ensure that the game 
proceeds in accordance 
with the Laws and thus 
remains competitive 
rather than combative.
